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0*JE of the moit trupendoui 
wofVi ever conceived and ex- 
ecuted by man h the Great Wall 
of China. Tnii man made wonder 
of the world extends a distance of 
1,800 miles. It starts in the western 
frontier of Kieg-»o and stretches 
over nigh hills, deep valleys, and 
across many rivers, travelling east- 
ward until it reaches the sea at 
Shan-hankwan.
